Attend? Road Meet 


Seek Funds for Highway 


Between Blevins and 


Cross Roads 


A group of 
Washington 
citizens, 


including members of the town coun- 
cil and A. P. Delony, W. I. Slroud and 
others were in Little Rock Thursday in 
conference with members of the stats 
highway commission who afe receiving 
applications from the different towns 
and cities for road improvements to 
be made with government funds. 


The Washington delegation seek to 


get the Highway Department's ap- 
proval of a gravel highway from an 
intersection with the 
Hope-Blevins 


highway east of Washington, on by 
Washington and connecting with tho 
Hope-Columbus highway 
at 
Cross 


Roads.. Tho proposed spur would be 
approximately 10 miles in length and 
would be of gravel. 


It would form a connection that has 


long been needed between these two 
points. The Washington—Cross Roads 
strip would probably take consider- 
able money to build as the entire 
roadbed would have to be changed 
or a large expenditure made in \veden 
ing the road at the point it runs 
through the deep clay banks bet\veen 
the Columbus road and Cross Roads. 


Considerable money has 
already 


been spent on this roadway by thy 
CWA. none of whcih has been of any 
real value except for the small amount 
of graveling done on the road near 
Cross Roads. 


The road to the intersection of th6 i 


Blevins highway would probably fol- 
low the present road leading by the 
W. F. Gilbert place, through King anc 
Stroud lands to W. J. Hartsfield's, 
where it would connect with the pres- 
ent gravel road. These 
two roads 


would be of considerable benefit to 
the residents of communities both east 
and west of Washington in the event 
they ore are allowed. 


Any funds allotted would come from 


that part of the government's $4,800,- 
000,000 work relief program allotted 
for such purposes. 


The Washington waterworks pro- 


ject has seemingly been abandoned as 
Washington leaders are of the opinion 
that 55 per cent of the co^t could not 
be repaid by the town. The govern- 
ment would make an outright gyant 
of 45 per cent of the money and would 
expect repayment of the remainder, 
taking a mortgage on the waterworks 
for security.

And everybody 
knows that prices boosted and main- 
tained under the codes were, in effect, 
permitted as a trade for minimum 
wage and hour standards in the ben- 
efited industries. What about wages? 


If'wages are cut, what happens to 


that purchasing power which every- 
one agrees is so necessary and which, 
according to the first version, will bs 
increased by lower prices.
